Brewer et al (US Patent 5,623,618) disclose installation and operation of multiple 
subsequent memory cards and device drivers in a single computer system. 

Katayama et al (US Patent 6,272,610) disclose a semiconductor file memory device, and 
an information processing system incorporating the device, uses flash memories to achieve fast 
file access performance. 

Chang et al (US Patent no 5,978,419) disclose a card reader may either be a type of one 
reader for one card or a type of one reader for multiple cards. 

Yap et al (US Patent 6,824,045) disclose a method adapted for using multiple cards with 
a single reader. 

Jelinek et al (US Patent 6,581,830) disclose a card reader with multiple chip cards slot 
opening. 

Yoshigi et al (US Patent 6,173,900) disclose when a plurality of cards are inserted, a 
reader/writer mounted on the telephone periodically delivers a command and detects that a card 
has been inserted in response to the card inserted. 
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Lee (US 2004/0230789) discloses a multi-type memory card reader, receiving a plurality 
of memory cards and detecting which memory card is loaded with a booting application. 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest individually or in combination about a 
control unit operable to calculate an access upper limit by subtracting an amount of current 
consumed by individual units other than the semiconductor memories and the access unit from 
the upper limit, set operating conditions of the access unit and the semiconductor memories 
according to the type of the obtained command, using the access upper limit.
